Heidi Group media inquiries 


We are getting multiple media inquiries that follow this general template based on Comptroller information 
online: 


Looks like the Heidi Group is the second-largest recipient of Healthy Texas Women funding, according to 
the comptroller's office . As far as I can tell, the Heidi Group does not offer health care services. What is the 
$1.6 million for? 

Here is our response: 

I would respectfully suggest stories on this issue are premature. The Healthy Texas Women contracts are not 
final. The list that has been published are only the contracts executed. There are more to come. Any story now 
will not paint the full picture of all of the contracting facilities across the state. 

It is also important to note, the Heidi Group has changed its focus and will now be providing women's health 
and family planning services required by Healthy Texas Women, including birth control, STI screening and 
treatment, plus cancer screenings to women across Texas. The Heidi Group has recruited and are working with 
physicians and clinical staff to establish quality family planning clinics across Texas.
